Reason for allowance 

The following is an Examiners Reasons for allowance: 
Only claim 1 remains. 

Claim 1 has been allowed as it now includes all equations "(1 )" through "(7)" 
conformed to simultaneously. This has been considered commensurate in scope with 
unexpected superior results that include Equation "(1)" from [ -10 aMD 10 ] to [ -7 aMD 
6 ] with Equation "(5)" from [ 8 EMD 20 ] to [ 8 EMD 16 ] and Equation "(7)" from [ -10 
a'MD 1 0 ] to [ -5 a 'MD 1 0 ] and Equation "(9)" from [ -1 0 1 3 'MD 1 0 ] to [ -1 0 1 3 'MD 7 ]. 
In the previous Office action it was pointed out that a claim would be considered 
allowable with equations "(1 )" through "(7)" amended as note above and include all 
limitations of previous claim 4 in view of unobvious results having been shown requiring 
a magnetic recording medium with a magnetic recording layer and unobvious results 
shown for a magnetic recording medium with aromatic polyamide films and shown for 
the Young's moduli in machine (longitudinal) and transverse directions. 



Conclusion 

The claim 1 is present. 

• Upon cancellation of claims 2-5 only claim 1 remains. 

• Claim 1 has been allowed.
